Gets U.S. 

Rebuke

The United States yesterday 
formally rebuked deposed 
Panamanian President Ar- 
nulfo Arias for usir«g his 
sanctuary in the U.S. Panama 
Canal, Zone to urge his sup- 
porters to take up arms to 
fight the new ruling military 
junta. 

“The United States does not 
condone any call to arms- that 
he has made from the Zone,” 
State Department spokesman 
Robert J. McCloskey said. 

But while rebuking Arias 
for making a Sunday night 
| clandestine broadcast, which 
! was followed by two fatal 
1 shootings, the Johnson Admin- 
istration was determined, yes- 
terday, to see that the United 
States itself did not get in- 
volved in Panama’s internal 
troubles. 

Washington now does not 
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give Arias much of a chance f 
of regaining power from the 1 
National Guard leaders who ^ 
deposed him Friday night. f 

Moreover, it is now learned, 
the United States made it 
clear to Arias, when he asked 
over the weekend, that he ' 
cound count on no U.S. mili- 
tary assistance to regain 
power. 

On the other hand, Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk, in 
declaring the Administration 
“deeply distressed” right after 
the' junta had seized control, 
attempted to make clear that 
the United States wasn’t con- 
doning the U.S. -trained Pana- 
manian military either.' 

In an effort to share its di- 
lemma with other members of 
the hemisphere, the U.S. Am- 
bassador to the Organization 
of American States, Sol Li- 
nowitz, yesterday began infor- 
mal soundings at the Pan 
American Union Building with 
the Ambassadors to the OAS 
from Brazil, Chile, Argentina, 
Mexico, Colombia and Nica- 
ragua. 

The United States next is 
expected to invoke OAS Reso- 
lution 26, adopted in Rio de 
Janeiro in 1965. 

This calls for an assessment 
of the causes of a Latin coup, 
a discussion of its effect and 
consultation on what Latin 
neighbors want to do about it. 
Such a procedure was invoked 
after the Argentine coup of 
1966 and presently is under- 
way following the Peruvian 
coup of two weeks ago.
